“Very Hard Cnah."

What an age of shams we live in. Here
lies Lefore us a letter. from President Grant
to Mr. Bonner, driver of Dexter and the New
York Ledyer, asséverating that the Cabinet
is not n'clique of gold swindlers, but imply-
ing that the highest dignitarics of the gov-
ernment are not only linble to, but that they
“have nctually incurred, that suspicion. Great
honor to the Ledger—a trump card for Bon-
ner!—bat the cheek flushes at the thought
that there could be a call for such n letter,
and a grant of such an advertisement in the
‘White House. Ata charge of this'sort how
Lady Washington would have annpi’)tzi_l'-llcr_
constant knitting-needles, ‘ind how flercely
her lord would have shaken the powder from
his hair, *“like u dew-drop from the lion's
‘‘mane!"”  DBut our present President replics
to the insulting suggestion with an fnson-
ciance and a certain seanty patois, (intended
for English,) eitlier of which is more wonder-
ful than his greatest victory in the fleld.
The Presidentinl wrist must have been dis-
located by the pen as it never was by the
gword when it wos lunged into such a sen-
tence as this: ‘If the speculators had been
‘! successful, you would never have heard of
‘‘any one connccted with the administra-
‘‘ tion a8 being connected with the transac-
‘! tion; " or when, at the postseript, the pen-
handle was broken up to the hilt: I have
** written this iv great hasto and without ex-
‘‘ercising judgment as to the. propriety of
‘* writing it, butI submit it to your judg-
‘‘ment.”” What is this world coming to,
when a diplomatic paper—and "of such a
sort—ia addresaed by the President of tho
United States to the editor of a flash New
York weekly !

It is not _unlikely that Seerotary Boutwell
gave the President his ugly task in compo-
sition, as he himsell is accustonied to deal
with public affairs in tho same airy way.
Thus he threw himself into the Pennsylvania
clection, heart and soul—we do not add
“and’ purse,” for in this case the specula-
tors were succeasful, and therefcre no one
connected with the government coald have
been (finnncinlly) connected with the trans-
action!—yel, in the exordium of his cam-
paign speech, the Seeretary hadthe * cheek”
to declure that he came without any parti-
san ends. And he capped the elimax of ab-
surdity as he demanded of his hearers to al-
low the government to pay ita obligations in
coin, when there was not a man in the audi-
ence who had not in his pocket some dingy
green promise-o-pay, which Mr.- Secretary

.Boutwell would have refused to liquidate in

coin had it been presented to him the mo-
ment after his honest specch was onded!
By coin-payment Mr. Boutwell means coin-
payment to cerlain creditors of the govern-
ment—not to the whole number—coin-pay-

ment of bonds, but not of bills—coln-pay-

ment to the vault, but not to the purse—ecoin-
payment to the capitalists, but bills for the
people.  When the great financier sunk back
exhausted, upon the rostrum, why did not
somebody offer him a greenback ?

A similar legordemain was practiced, and
with liko suceebs, liy Mr. Sumner, in hia fa-
mous specch, before thp Worcester Conven-
tion. Ile steiily declared that ‘‘to pay the
‘debt in greenbacks is repudintlon of the
‘*interest and indefinite postponement of the
‘“principal of the national debt.” Will the
chairman of ‘the Committes on' Forelgn Af-
fairs plonse tell us, then, what sort of a
‘“‘transactioh” the governmient is ¢ connoots

The Sinte Unlversity.

The Board of Truslees of the University
ol Soulh Caroling, as alvemly announced,
have clected Dr. J. C. Faber, of the Fur-
man University, to the chnir of Modern Lan-
gunges, made vacant by the resignation of
Professor Augustus Sachtleben. -

Dr. Faber is known to many of our citi-
zens,  Bornin Charleston, he was edueated
in Germany, returning, wfter he had gradu-
ated, Lo this eity, where for o number of years
he conducted n very llourishing school. A
few years before the war, being then very
easy in ciccumsiances, he removed with his
famlly to Ieldelberg, Germnany, in order to
give his children fucilities for education
which were nnattainable here, o remain-
ed in Germany (ill the beginning of the war,
when the fire in December, 1861, deprived
him of the greater part of his property. He
remained here during the war, lmc_h]ug in
Spartanburg, nnd in 1865 went mﬁi to
Germuny.  Ife was clected about two years
ngo Professor of Ancient Languages in Fur-
man University, in Greenville, 8. C., where
he has been engaged until now.
Faber has o good knowledge of French and
German, a8 well as of Latin and Greek, and
brings to his work a large experience ‘as a
teacher. i e

Professor Suchtleben, whose resignation
has been nccepted, to take efidet from the
31st of this month, will soon leave the State
to make his future home in California. And
We deeply regret that o sense of duty should
have compelled him to take n step which
deprives South Carolina of the services of a
oiftn 80 learned, and o teacher so dlstin-
guished and successful.

Professor Sachtlehen, the son of a Pro-
testant clergymun, was born in Brunswick,
Germany, in 1824. When only six years
old, he entered the gymnasium of hia native
city, having at that carly age acquired the
preparatory knowledge of Greek and Latin
necessary to hisndmission. He studied ja-
risprudence in the. University of Marburg,
until October, 1845, when he “became en-
tangled in n student’s quarrel, (the bane of
many of the German schools,) and sct
out for America. In Bremen he had the
good fortune to fall into the hands of Cap-
tain Wieting, o friend of his father's, who
gave him passage, protectionand paternal
counsgels.  Professor Sachtleben never for-
got his benefactor, and still speaks” of Cap-
tain Wietlhg with profound and affectionate
grutitude. Professor Shehtleben arrived in
Charleston in December, 1845, and through
the kind interposition of Rev. Dr. Post; suc-
ceeded in obtaining employment ns nséls-
tant in the school of Mr. Cotes, and after-
wards in that of Dr. J. C. Faber. In 1847
he commenced his own school with a small
number of pupile: The school grew stead-
ily until it had abeut cighty scholars. In
1853 he published an edition of /Eschylus’
“Septem contra - Thebprs,” which was by
competent erities pronouncel a work show-
ing o high degree of philological knowledge
and critical neumen. Professor C. C. Fel-
ton, of Harvard University, on the strength
of this performance, ondeavored to induce
Mr. Sachtleben to remove to Boston. Ie
remuined, however, in Charleston till 1862,
when he removed to Columbin, where he
was engaged in teaching till 1865, when he
went to Europe with his family,, In 1866
he was clected, Professor of Modern Lan-
guagea in the South Carolina University.
He entered on his duties in June, 1867,
and hos been engaged thére until now.
Daring his first winter in tho University the
Profeasors dellvered weekly lectures in the
College Chapel, fo which the public were
invited. Professor Snchtleben delivered two
on “Faust,” which were much admired,
and were by julges pronounced to be a fine
critical analysis of the greatest work of the
greateat German poet.  Professor Sachtleben
has been all his life o very hard stucdlent. To n
ripe scholarship, o fine critieal fuculty, and

excellent teacher. There are fow men of his
true metal in any State, and however warm
the welcome extended to him on the shores of
the Pacitic, Professor Suchtleben may rest
assured that he will nowhere be ‘more re-
spected  than ‘in South Carolina whose
sons he has gerved o well.
